TAFT GOT 62 SEATS SATURDAY 


Wind-Up of the Battle Shows That 
President 
W as 
Given 
235 
and 
Roosevelt but 19 In the 
Entire Battle. 


Chicago, 
June 
16.—The 
closing 
hours of the meeting of the republi­ 
can national committee was attended 
by exhibitions of tense partisan and 
personal feeling among the members. 
Included in tonight’s Shearing, con­ 
tests involving 254 seats in the na­ 
tional convention were settled, the 
sum of its work being to give Roose­ 
velt 19 seats and Taft 235. 
The president today received sixty- 
two delegates and Roosevelt six. All 
Washington’s fourteen were given to 
the president, against energetic pro 
tests. 
Senator Poindexter said that 
“the country would judge the case.” 
Out of Texas Taft secured twenty- 
six out of the contested thirty. 
In Virginia, where the Issue was 
between the colored voters and the 
regular organization, 
the 
president 
received the entire contested dele­ 
gates, twenty in number. 
In the District of Columbia he wen 
two. 
The final hearings were marked by 
incidents that more 
strongly 
than 
ever indicate the sharpness of the 
division between the Taft and Roose­ 
velt forces. 
Col. Cecil Lyon, who 
fought the Texas contest cases per­ 
sonally, was defeated in all but two, 
and in the end he was called upon to 
fight a resolution for an investigation 
and 
reorganization 
of 
the 
whole 
structure of the republican pirty in 
Texas. 
“I have heard much recently of the 
IOO days and the return from Elba,** 
said Lyon, “and I give you fair warn­ 
ing that if you persist in the way you 
are going there will be repetition of 
another historic incident of the com­ 
mune.”

about testing seed corn, and said by 


h o many in all lines of life, and so 
many tim es— newspapers 
were 
full 
of it; colleges of agriculture and the 
I nited States Department 
of 
Agri­ 
culture used every m eans of sound­ 
ing the warning—yet a few did not 
heed and I rom the cause of poor seed 
are helving to plant over. 
Boor seed, 
however, is not the only cause of a 
tailure. 
Oui* serious trouble has been 
due to cut worms, another to wire 
worms, but the worst one of all is 
root lice. 
When small ants are seen 
running in and out about the hills of 
corn, rest assured that plant lice are 
there. They may he indicated also by 
a purple color of the leaves, and the 
lower blades are often dead. 
These 
lice are small bluish-green hugs about 
the size of small pin heads; they suck 
the juices of the 
corn 
roots 
and, 
while they may not kill the plant, 
they prevent thrift. 
Some 
of 
the 
fields examined show but few, while 
others are badly infested. 
All that can be done now is to cul­ 
tivate as well as possible to keep 
the corn growing as well as may he. 
There is no known way 
to 
destroy 
these pests at this time of the season. 
To destroy them, very late fall or 
winter plowing is 
effective. 
They 
are so provided by nature that un­ 
less their winter quarters 
are 
dis 
turbed the cold 
will 
not 
destroy 
the eggs, hut if exposed the cold will 
destroy vast numbers of them. 
Then 
in the spring begin work just as soon 
as the ground can be worked, ami 
keep working 
it, 
allowing 
nothing 
green upon the ground, as they will 
live on any green vegetable food. 
Do 
not 
plant 
the corn before May 15 
at least. 
The lice are very i>oor trav­ 
elers, and when their food supply is 
destroyed they starve. 
To find them exam ine a hill that 
looks pale and where the ants are 
seen. 
If not familiar with them, you 
may not know or see them at first, 
lait persist and you will 
find 
them. 
Good cultivation is all til at can be 
done now’. 
If the drainage is too great, much 
good feed can lie grown 
yet 
from 
cowpeas #nd one part 
sorghum 
or 
cane. 
At least a bushel 
per 
acre 
should lie drilled. 
The seed 
should 
he stirred, otherwise the stand will j 
not he uniformly mixed. 
Most of the cultivation 
of 
corn 
seem s good and most fields are quite 
free from weeds and bad clods. Ber 
haps our greatest danger from now 
on will he dry weather, 
lf we culti­ 
vate with this idea in view and dry 
weather does not come, we will be 
none the worse off and, if it does 
come, we will certainly be 
a 
long 
way ahead by preparing for it. 
Deep cultivation the first tine* is 
commonly desirable, especially in fall 
plowing or in close, 
wet, 
compact 
soils, hut 
usually 
each 
cultivation 
should be slightly shallower titan the 
one preceding. Then if 
the 
weather 
turns dry, stirring the surface at least 
every week or ten days may save a 
crop. 
The oftener tile surface is stir­ 
red the less water will get out of 
the soil by evaporation. 
The crust on the surface has thous­ 
ands of small cracks in it and til in 
crust is then like blotting paper to 
take tile moisture 
from 
the 
soil.. 
When we break this crust and fill 
the cracks it is

3LUE LIGHT AN ANESTHETIC 


Eastern Scientist Has Demonstrated 
the Fact in a Thorough Series 
of Experiments. 


‘One of the most remarkable ncMons 
>f light has recently come to our at­ 
tention,” says the editor of the Jour­ 
nal of Surgery. ‘ In fin address before 
the Boston Physio-Therapeutic soci- 


2ty Dr. E. C. Titus has demonstrated 
that blue light possessed remarkable 
anesthetic power. 
“In his experiments he used a series 
)f slender glass rods about one-eighth 
of an inch in thickness, placed side 
by side and tied together so as to 
form a kind of flexible mat which 
will adapt itself to various parts cf 
the body. 
The glass must be of co­ 
balt blue and transmit no red rays, 
this being a very important point. 
The rods are to be placed upon the 
area to he anesthetized, and some 
form of white light, preferably a tung­ 
sten lamp, brought as closely as pos­ 
sible without causing discomfort. 
“Strange to relate, in twenty min­ 
utes the part becomes insensitive, so 
that superficial and even deep inci­ 
sions or punctures are no longer felt. 
This anesthesia lasts for one-halt hour 
or more, and has occurred so constant­ 
ly that there is no reason to believe 
that it is the result of suggestion or 
accident. 
Minor surgical operations 
have been performed under this meth­ 
od and without the least pain or dis­ 
comfort, 
and 
there 
seems 
to 
be 
enough in it to merit attention. 
‘More than thirty years ago there 
prevailed what was afterwards termed 
the blue glass c raze. 
All sorts of ail­ 
ments were thought to be amenable 
to the action of blue light, and the 
newspapers were tilled with glowing 
accounts of cures. 
Enthusiasm ran 
riot for a time and then the matter 
dropped out of sight. 
“Some time later there was a re­ 
vival of interest in phototherapy when 
Finsen 
demonstrated 
the 
curative 
properties of the ultra-violet ray in 
various affections, especially lupus. 
Since then the physiological action of 
light has been carefully investigated 
aud although much 
remains

learned, there can be no doubt that we 
ire nearer to an appreciation of its 
possibilities in the treatment of dis­ 
ease.”

Washington, June 15.—Why is the 
republican party beset by its j resent 
difficulties? This question can be an­ 
swered with one word—tariff. 
The 
tariff was originally employed to meet 
the demands of the civil war. 
To 
raise war expenses the government 
found it necessary to tax every article 
manufactured in this country. 
The 
manufacturers justly complained at 
this. 
They said those taxes were so 
heavy it would ruin them, because 
they could not pay the heavy inter­ 
nal taxes on their products and meet 
foreign competition 
Foreign manu­ 
facturers were driving Americans out 
of their own markets by underselling 
them. 
So a plan was devised to protect 
the American manufacturers. 
Tariff on Imported Articles. 
"We will place a tariff on all im 
ported articles,’’ said the government 
"which will put you on an even or 
better than even footing with your 
foreign competitors." 
Everyone understood this protect­ 
ive system was to be but temporary, 
to meet an unusual condition. 
When 
the war was over, the taxes on the 
products of the American manufac­ 
turers were dispensed with, and. obvi­ 
ously, the protection to the American 
manufacturers should also have been 
removed, as the special reason for 
protection had ceased 
But in the meantime the privileged 
few had discovered that in the tariff 
law’ a means by which they could 
build up enormous fortunes. 
These 
fortunes w’ere pointed as an evidence 
that the tariff was 
a 
good 
thing. 
The rich protectionists 
fooled 
the 
people by making them believe that 
these fortunes had come from “the 
foreigners," v/hen the fact was the 
fortunes had been wrung from the 
common people who had beeYt torced 
to pay artificially high prices for the 
things they nad to have in ord^r to 
live. 
They Knew of Deception. 
The leaders of the party of protec­ 
tion must have known in their hearts 
of this deception, and then and there 
did humbug and fraud become part 
and parcel of politics. 
But the peo­ 
ple have learned at last that a tariff 
for protection, that a tariff for any 
other purpose than to raise sufficient 
revenue to meel the expenses of the 
government, has no excuse in logic 
or economics. 
The party wili not 
admit its error. * Republican headers 
insist that the tariff trusts are still 
in the infant class, and that the tariff 
is a good thing for the people. 
In the meantime American consum­ 
ers are today paying dividends on a 
trust capitalization of thirty-three bil­ 
lion dollars. 70 per cent of which is 
water, 
and 
American 
workmen— 
those who work for the most highly 
protected trusts—receive 
wages 
as 
low’ as $6, $7 **nd $8 a week. 
This is the big reason why the re­ 
publican party is beset by its present 
difficulties. 
Coal Barons Greedy. 
Preparations are being made to add 
$15,000,000 to the nation’s coal bill 
this winter. 
Each one of us must 
contribute our pro rata to th? for­ 
tunes of the coal barons. 
There is 
no reason or justice for the extent 
of the increase, except that the mil­ 
lionaire coal sings want the money 
and are in a position to make the peo­ 
ple either "come across” or freeze. 
The coal operators, who have been 
forced to grant the miners 
an 
In­ 
crease in wag?s, which they say will 
mean an additional cost of $5 000,000 
in labor, are going to force the con­ 
sumer to pay a sufficiently high price 
for coal to enible them to stand this 
increase, along with an additional ex­ 
tortion of $10,000,000, which will be 
clear profit to the trust.

$1,000 to collect the checks of coun­ 
try banks. 
The clearing house, he 
paid, collects 70 cents per $1,000, or 
ten times the real cost. 
Pay Big Dividends. 
The average charge per day fcr col­ 
lections is about $80,000. 
It .amounts 
to about $50,000,000 a year. From this 
fleecing process the fifty banks com­ 
prising the clearing house association 
extorted sufficient tribute from the 
country bankers last year to enable 
each of the fifty New York banks to 
pay an 8 per cent dividend on their 
capital stock. 
Thus it becomes apparent to every 
fair-minded person why the New York 
city banks and financial magnates so 
bitterly opposed the investigation by 
congress of the money trust.

Madrid, June lo.—The number of 


American and other foreign artists 


and art students w h o come to Madrid 
study 
the 
magnificent collection 
of Valasquez pictures in the Prado 
museum continues to increase every 
year. The museum authorities 
give 
every assistance to artists 
who dc- 
eire to copy 
the 
Spanish 
master­ 
pieces of art, of 
which this gallery 
contains an unrivaled collection. 
Madrid possesses many advantages 
for the art 
student, 
material ones 
quite as much as artistic. 
For one 
tiling, living 
is 
inexpensive, excel­ 
lent board being obtainable for less 
than $1 a day. Numbers of American 
artists, after a 
preliminary course 
of study at Paris, now make a prac­ 
tice of spending from three months 
to a year working in the Prado. Sar­ 
gent found so much to be learned in 
that gallery that he 
remained 
for 
two years, and his studies there 
have left a permanent influence 
on 
bis style. 
It has often been wondered 
why 
something has not been done to de­ 
velop Madrid as a center of art and 
education.

His most important works 
are “ A History of Ethics in Spain” 


J *-nd an “ Anthology of Spanish Lyric 
I Poets,” in twelve volumes, each pro- 
jvlded with a long critical introduc­ 
tion. Ho was also engaged upon the 
tusk of 
editing 
"I>opez 
de Vega,” 
and several volumes of this stupend­ 
ous work have already been publish­ 
ed. Senor Menendez left a valuable 
library of 40,00 to the town of San 
lander.
